As for previous years the Registrar General supplied a compara- 
bility factor, which relates the proportion of women of childbearing 
age in the district, with the proportion in a standard population. 
mie crude birth rate multiplied by this factor gives an adjusted birth 
Pate which is strictly comparable with similar adjusted rates in other 
districts, and with the birth rate for the country as a whole. The 
adjusted birth rate for your district was 13.0 per 1,000 estimated 
population as compared with 14.6 per 1,000 estimated population for the 
previous year and with 17.1 per 1,000 estimated population for England 
and Wales.

Laboratory Service 


The laboratory service was provided by the Public Health Laboratory 
mm Wakefield, a.national service under the control of the Medical 
Research Council. The laboratory is equipped to deal with all 
bacteriological and pathological examinations, and a complete investiga- 
tions is undertaken and report furnished for every specimen sent for 
examination.

PREVALENCE AND CONTROL OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


The incidence of notifiable infectious diseases in your district 
amounted to 1 case of Pneumonia, compared with 70 cases of infectious 
disease in the previous year, 


Smallpox 


No case of Smallpox occurred during the year. No infants were 
vaccinated as compared with 24 in the previous year. This does not 
represent the fall which at first appears. It has now become common 
practice not to vaccinate babies until after the age of one year, 
whereas previously they were vaccinated at approximately six months 
of age. This scheme was introduced during 1960, and, therefore, for 
a period of approximately six months very few people were vaccinated, 
iy order that they may attain the age of one year. This change in 
procedure also makesit impossible to give percentages of children 
vaccinated as the children may be born in different years. 


Diphtheria and Whooping Cough 


No case of Diphtheria was notified during the year and there were 
no cases of Whooping Cough. Diphtheria statistics showed a marked 
rise with 83.3% of all children in the 0 - 14 years age group immunised 
compared with 70.9% in the previous year. In children of school age 
the figure was 94.2%, but in pre-school children there was a fall of 
4% to 59.9%. This was largely due to the fact that no infant welfare 
clinic was operated in your district for approximately 2 = 4 months 
Or the year. 


Poliomyelitis 


No case occurred in Dodworth during the year. Vaccination against 
the disease continued and in Dodworth 71 children, 7 expectant mothers, 
25 young persons and 18 adults received 2 doses of vaccine. By the 
end of the year the total number of persons vaccinated with 2 doses 
was 1,708, of whom 907 had received their third dose. 339 of them 
during 1960. 


Tuberculosis 


There were 2 new cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis and no case of 
Non-Pulmonary Tuberculosis compared with 3 and Nil respectively in the 
previous year, ,
